Baptiat  colleges  are  "fighting  with  their 
backs  to  the  wall.” 

Opponents  contended  that  reducing  the 
funds  to  Southwide  causes  would  be  a 
blow  to  foreign  mission  work. 

Dr.  W.  Douglas  Hudgins,  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  church,  Jackson,  declared 
the  answer  lay,  not  in  changing  the 
formula,  but  in  increasing  gifts  to  the 
Cooperative  program. 

Rev  Henderson  Harrison,  of  Clinton, 
an  opponent  to  a  change  in  the  formula 
stated: 

“The  very  moment  you  begin  to  cut 
the  jugular  vein  to  the  mission  program, 
you  are  on  your  way  out” 

Dr.  I.  E.  Rouse,  president  of  Woman’s 
college,  Hattiesburg,  proponent  of  the 
change,  argued  that  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  board  had  a  $8,000,000  reserve  fund 
H  was  not  now  using. 

Dr  Frank  Means  of  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  explained  the  uses  of  the  $8.- 
100,000  as  follows: 

Some  $2,500,000  in  endowments  and 
trusts  funds. 

About  $3,000,000  in  an  emergency  re¬ 
serve  fund,  in  accordance  with  the  in¬ 
struction  of  the  Southern  Baptist  con¬ 
vention. 

Some  $3,000,000  to  $4,000,000  held  lor 
other  boards  and  agencies,  a  large  part 
•f  it  now  being  used  for  building  pur¬ 
poses. 

Between  $3,000,000  and  $4,000,000  in  op¬ 
erating  purposes,  held  until  drawn  on  for 
field  work. 

Dr.  Means  expressed  the  hope  the 
convention  wouldn’t  "array  one  cause 
against  another.” 

"It’s  all  the  work  of  the  Lord,**  be 
said. 

He  said  that  the  emergency  of  the 
colleges  warranted  giving  them  added 
support  at  this  time,  but  added.  "The 
question  will  arise  what  is  to  be  done 
when  the  emergency  is  past.** 

An  explanation  of  the  purposes  and 
the  uses  of  the  fund  was  made  in  detail 
by  representatives  of  the  board  at  the 
evening  session. 

Rev.  S.  R.  Woodson,  Columbus,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  resolutions  committee,  ex¬ 
pressed  regret  at  the  necessity  of  chang¬ 
ing  the  formula,  but  declared: 

“The  greatest  asset  that  foreign  snis- 
stons  has  is  s  strong  home  base.— Look 
to  the  sick  child  when  the  fever  is  at 
the  highest.” 

Others  speaking  lor  the  change  in  the 
formula  included  Dr.  Harold  G.  Basden, 
Jackson,  member  of  the  resolutions  com¬ 
mittee;  and  Owen  Cooper,  Yazoo  City, 
(Cooper  also  urged  increased  Coopera¬ 
tive  gifts,  so  that  all  Cooperative  causes 
could  be  strengthened). 

Speaking  against  the  change  in  formu¬ 
la  were  Dr.  W.  E.  Greene,  president  of 
Clarke  Memorial  college  and  Rev.  Barn¬ 
ey  Walker  Tunica.

Rev.  Chester  L.  Quarles,  State  Execu¬ 
tive  Secretary,  introduced  the  new  Mis¬ 
sissippi  pastors  present.  There  were  36 
so  introduced.  The  names  of  the  new 
pastors  will  be  found  on  another  page. 
,The*  Tuesday  morning  session  was  fea¬ 
tured  by  the  President's  message  and 
the  Convention  Sermon,  delivered  by  Dr. 
Charles  L.  McKay  of  Pascagoula.  Dr. 
McKay’s  sermon  appeared  in  last  week’s 
issue. 

The  Convention  took  a  strong  stand  on 
the  temperance  question,  adopting  a 
recommendation  of  the  Convention  Board 
Temperance  Committee  which  called  for 
a  retention  of* present  prohibition  laws, 
insistence  on  repeal  of  the  “black  mark¬ 
et  tax”  law.  stricter  law  enforcement, 
new  laws  if  needed  and  an  appeal  tn 
all  law  enforcement  officers  to  provide 
better  conditions.  The  report  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Smith,  chairman 
of  the  Temperance  Committee.  He  also 
told  plans  for  a  mass  meeting  of  Drys 
to  be  held  in  Jackson  the  first  week  in 
January. 

Dr  A.  A.  Kitchings  declared: 

"We  could  be  misunderstood  (on  our 
stand  on  liquor)  by  being  namby-pamby, 
willy-nilly,  pussy-footy  preachers.” 

"If  we  continue  this  way,  it  wop’t  be 
long  until  we  have  legalized  liquor,”  he 
continued. 

"Any  thoughtful  Christian  who  is  for 
legalized  liquor  is  one  of  three  things: 
he  is  either  misinformed,  he  likes  liquor 
or  it  is  for  his  interest,  politically,  finan¬ 
cially  or  socially,”  said  Dr.  Kitchens. 

Henry  Edmonds,  secretary  af  the 
United  Drys  of  Mississippi,  which  has  the 
support  of  the  convention,  outlined  plans 
for  an  "aggressive  campaign”  during 
the  legislative  session. 

Edmonds  said  the  liquor  questionnaire 
sent  to  some  8,000  state,  district,  county 
and  local  officers  during  the  Democratic 
elections  had  provided  a  great  deal  of 
helpful  information. 

He  added,  however,  that  the  balance 
of  power  on  the  liquor  legalisation  ques¬ 
tion  hung  with  men  who  have  not  oom- 
mitted  themselves.

Many  ot  our  people  do  most  of  their 
Christian  works  through  tbe*r  giving.  And 
how  proud  we  are  that  our  Baptists  are 
giving  more  than  ever  before.  Our  state 
receipts,  both  cooperative  program  and 
designated,  are  growing  every  year. 
They  have  come  a  long  way  from  only 
a  few  years  ago  As  you  know  from  the 
Baptist  Record,  Treasurer  Jimmy  Lane'* 
report  shows  over  >860.000  in  cooperative 
program  receipts  this  year  and  a  million 
and  a  half  total  giving  That's  grand, 
and  we  thank  the  Lord  for  it. 

But  that  isn't  nearly  what  we  should 
have  done.  CHir  gifts  to  state  headquar¬ 
ters  are  for  State,  Southwide  and  World¬ 
wide  causes,  aod  should  be  bigger  now¬ 
adays  in  proportion  to  what  we  keep  lor 
our  home  purposes.  Incidentally,  1  wish 
all  vsr  chore  hem  would  channel  all  des¬ 
ignated  gifts  UuWugh  state  headqnarten 
for  the  sake  of  the  records. 

Would  you  estimate  our  churches  art 
keeping  an  average  of  about  four  dollar* 
at  borne  for  every  one  sent  to  headquar¬ 
ters?  If  so,  Mississippi  Baptists  gave 
seven  and  a  half  millions  to  all  causes 
last  year.  What  would  you  say  a  tithe 
of  our  Income  as  a  state  deciominattoa 
would  be.  I  have  been  figuring  with  some 
national  statisticians  by  phone  and  tele¬ 
gram  and  our  beet  estimate,  and  wo 
think  it  conservative,  that  >36  millions 
rbould  have  been  given  to  the  Lord  by 
Baptists  ki  our  state  last  year.

Hinds  asociation  passed  one  million 
dollars.  Speaking  for  all  our  churches  and 
pastors,  let  me  welcome  you  here  and  of¬ 
fer  you  any  service  we  are  capable  of 
rendering. 

I  must  not  go  farther  without  expres¬ 
sing  the  great  sense  of  Joy  and  blessing 
I  have  received  this  past  year  In  close 
association  with  mnny  of  the  wonderful 
Christian  workers  who  lead  our  work 
from  the  state  headquarters  building.  I 
most  single  out  for  special  mention,  our 
execi'tive  secretary,  annointed  of  God 
for  this  task,  in  my  opinion.  It  hns'been 
my  good  fortune  to  have  travelled  with 
him,  talked  with  him  eaten  with  him, 
roomed  with  him  and  knelt  with  him  in 
prayer  How  I  thank  God  for  him  and  his 
devotion  to  the  call  of  Christ. 

In  the  fine  newspaper  plant  in  which 
I  do  my  everyday  living,  we  have  some 
special,  extra  large  type  reserved  for 
certain  advertisements.  These  are  the 
ads  of  merchants  closing  out  their  stocks 
for  one  reason  or  another.  They  have 
lost  their  leases  or  have  lost  their  abil¬ 
ity  to  make  a  profit.  And  so  they  MUST 
sell.  MUST  is  their  master. 

That's  how  Jesus  felt  at>out  his  minis¬ 
try.  "I  must  work  the  works  of  him  who 
sent  me  while  it  Is  day,  for  the  night 
cometh  when  no  man  can  work.**  He 
didn't  say  I  may,— I  should,  —rather  I 
MUST  work.  Many  of  our  people  today 
look  upon  religion  as  a  rather  nice  thing 
in  which  to  get  interested,  If  they  have 
the  *ime  aod  inclination. 

Religion  la  inspiring  and  uplifting,  they 
figure,  but  not  essential.  They'll  do  some¬ 
thing  about  it  some  day  when  they're 
not  so  tired,  or  when  they  get  around 
to  it.  Speaking  in  college  terms,  they 
consider  it  aa  elective  course,  not  n  re¬ 
quired  one.  They  don’t  feel  u  sense  of 
urgent  y  about  the  matter  at  all. 

They  remind  me  of  the  railroad  sta¬ 
tion  agent  who  was  caught  one  day  by 
the  inspector  of  his  company  without  a 
lire  In  the  station  stove,  though  chilled 
passengers  were  standing  In  the  waiting 
room  watching  for  the  train.  The  in¬ 
spector  demanded  to  know  why  the  fir* 
wasn’t  going  and  the  station  master  re¬ 
sponded  that  he  had  no  time  to  build  a 
fire,  he  was  making  out  bills  of  lading 
and  seiiding  telegrams.  The  inspector  sat 
down  and  wrote  out  a  request  to  bead- 
quarters  for  permission  to  discharge  the 
station  agent  and  handed  it  to  him  say¬ 
ing.  *  Here's  another  telegram  to  file 
while  you’re  sending.”  The  station  agent 
took  one  quick  look  at  the  wire  and 
promptly  dashed  for  the  stove.  "Got  no 
time  to  send  telegrams,”  he  said,  "I've 
got  to  build  a  fire.** 

Religion  la  Leaven  Nut  Frosting 

Jesus  never  thought  of  religion  as  the 
frosting  on  a  cake,  but  as  the  leavening 
agent  without  which  the  cake  would  be 
unpalatable.  It  la  an  indispensable  part 
ol  life;  for  men  to  discover  the  will  of 
God  for  the  lives  and  for  their  world  of 
the  day  in  which  they  live,  is  so  impera¬ 
tive  that  it  takes  first  place  over  all. 
“I  must  work  the  works  of  him  who  sent 
me." 

That  same  urgency  rests  on  us  today. 
We  MUST  work  the  works  of  Him  who 
sent  us,  and  we  must  work  with  dili¬ 
gence.  Jesus  condemned  the  lazy  man 
who  buried  his  talent  in  the  ground.  Paul 
more  than  once  spoke  out  against  sloth¬ 
fulness  We  cannot  be  Just  part-time 
workers. 

The  story  Is  told  of  a  business  man  who 
Lough*,  a  large  farm  without  too  close 
an  examination  of  its  operation.  The 
farm  developed  such  severe  losses  that 
the  owner  secured  the  services  of  an  ex¬ 
perienced  overseer  and  sent  him  down  to 
the  place  to  straighten  K  out.  After  a 
survey  of  the  situation,  the  overseer  call¬ 
ed  a  meeting  of  all  the  tenants  and  hired 
hands  on  the  place.  He  told  them  to 
gather  up  all  the  wornout  tooto,  the 
broken-handled  hoes,  the  rusted -out 
plows,  etc.,  and  put  them  in  a  big  pile 
in  the  bam  lot  before  daybreak  the  next 
morning.  Promptly  at  sunup,  the  over¬ 
seer  strode  out  of  his  house,  walked  to

Another  was  the  matter  of  Convention 
approval  of  a  north  Mississippi  Assembly 
site  Still  another  was  the  request  for 
an  annual  allocation  of  *5,000  for  the 
Mississippi  Church  Council  for  alcohol 
education.  The  Resolution*  Committee  ' 
approved  and  the  Convention  adopted 
resolutions  presented  by  Dr.  J.  P.  Wall 
deploring  the  lack  of  law  enforcement 
and  coin  mending  laymen  and  churcn 
workers  who  in  recent  months  have 
taken  an  active  stand  against  vice  in 
all  forms  m  tne  stare.

The  convention  ciosed  Thursday  even-^ 
in^  with  emphasis  on  Christian  Educa¬ 
tion.

The  program  of  promotion  for  the  col¬ 
leges  adopted  at  the  behest  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  headed  includes  observance  of 
Christian  Education  Week,  organization 
of  Christian  Education  committees  in 
each  church,  and  employment  of  a  co¬ 
ordinator  of  promotion  by  the  convention. 
The  fatter  item  was  referred  to  the  state 
board  for  action,  as  it  involved  expendi¬ 
ture  of  board  funds. 

The  Convention  adopted  the  report  ot 
the  Committee  to  review  the  Christian 
Education  Report,  made  by  Dr.  W.  R- 
Hunter.  ot  McComb.

CHURCH  BUDGET

1  have  always  been  sa  ardent  believer 
in  the  budget  plan  for  the  Bajftist  and 
Reflector.  1  ean  truthfully  say  that  ev¬ 
ery  church  which  1  have  aver  served  an 
pastor  has  had  the  Baptist  and  Reflector 
in  the  budget,  and  I  have  been  in  the  pas¬ 
torate  for  seventeen  years,  however,  I 
must  sdd  that  I  am  in  my  second  pasto¬ 
rate  now. 

The  first  meeting  that  I  had  with  the 
pulpit  committee  of  the  church  where  I 
am  now  pastor  I  presented  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  the  request  that  we  put  our  state 
paper  in  the  budget.  The  committee 
readily  approved  the  request,  which  was 
recommended  to  the  church  and  approv¬ 
ed  unanimously.

This  is  the  most  opportune 
time  to  do  it,  and  roost  of  the  time  the 
request  will  be  granted  without  hesita¬ 
tion. 

I  believe  that  it  is  just  as  important 
te  have  our  state  paper  in  the  budget 
as  it  is  to  have  Sunday  School  and  Train¬ 
ing  Union  Literature  in  the  budget.

SANTA  FE,  N.  M.— (RNS>— In  a 
unanimous  opinion,  the  New  Mexico 
Supreme  Court  banned  the  wearing  of 
religious  garb  in  the  public  schools  •< 
the  slate.  It  did  not,  however,  bar  mem¬ 
bers  of  religious  orders  from  serving 
ns  public  school  teachers. 

At  the  same  time,  the  high  court  up¬ 
held  District  Judge  B.  T.  Hensley  in  ms- 
joining  124  specified  brothers  and  nuns 


from  serving  as  instructors  in  pubtlc 

schools  on  the  grounds  that  they  taught 
religion. 

The  ruling  upheld  the  lower  court  in 
barring  public  school  classes  from 
church-owned  buildings,  in  prohibiting 
the  transportation  of  parochial  school 
pupils  m  public  school  buses,  and  m  pro¬ 
hibiting  the  distribution  of  free  texts  to 
parochial  schools.

To  American  Seminary 

GREENVILLE,  S.C.— (BP>— Believing 
that  "the  answer  to  racial  problems  vs 
purely  personal,  not  legislative,”  one 
Sunday  school  class  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Greenville  has  probably  in¬ 
stituted  a  new  step  in  Christian  educa¬ 
tion  with  awarding  of  a  scholarship  to  a 
Negro  youth  for  study  at  the  American 
Baptist  Theoiigical  Seminary  in  Nash¬ 
ville,  Tennessee. 

Grady  H.  Donald.  22-year-old  graduate 
Benedict  College  in  Columbia,  received 
the  $500  from  the  Ives  Class  and  is  now 
studying  in  Nashville.  Donald,  whose 
home  is  in  Anderson,  would  have  been 
unable  to  attend  school  without  tne 
scholarship. 

Ives  Class  has  been  working  on  the 
project  for  some  time  after  finding  that 
only  500  young  Negro  ministerial  stu¬ 
dents  were  graduated  from  United  States 
schools  last  year.  Class  members  are 
expecting  the  idea  to  spread  so  tha^ 
ether  classes  will  help  train  leaders  for 
Negro  Baptists.
